Proves a Hero 


New York, Nov. 25. -In the presence 


of a big crowd which assembled to wit- 
ness the emerging of the submarine boat 
FuHon. that craft rose from the bottom 
of the bay yesterday morning at 10:30 
o'clock, with all well and greatly sur- 
prised to firsd there was a storm raging. 
The test of the Fulton's staying powers 
was highly satisfactory, not only to thi> 
officers of the company that built her 
irncl the naval officers present, but to 
those who went to tSie bottom iu the 
boat. They report that there was not the 
slightest discomfort to them during their 
more than 15 hours of submersion be- 
neath the surface. 


Captain Cable of the Holland com- 


pany, who was in command, said that 
the boat could have remained down for 
three months if there-was food enough 
on board. Although there was but six 
feet of water over the top of the turret, 
those on board felt nothing of the rtorm. 
Through the night there was a light 
rolling motion to the craft, hut this was 
ascribed to the regular motion of the 
water and not to the disturbance which 
was rolling the waves high on the 
shore. 


Immediately on coming to the surface 


the Fulton, under hej; own power, ran 
alongside the dock and tied up. Rear 
Admiral Lowe and Lieutenant Mac- 
Arthur refused to go into any discussion 
of the perf ormance of the boat except to 
say they would be satisfied to stay down 
longer. Their unwillingness to talk is 
because they are here as naval officeis 
and will make their report to Washing- 
ton, T"hey are, howevw, mown to be 
enthusiastic over the work of the Fulton 
thus far. Admiral Lowe is said to have 
privately praised the performance of the 
Fulton and to have said she was not 
only a woufder, but doing more than was 
expected. 


Members of the crew say they expe- 


rienced no difficulty in breathing and 
that the air was all that eould be desired 
and much purer and better than in an 
ordinary closed room in which are 
several persons. Every piece of ma- 
chinery worked to perfection during the 
nigtit The men ate two meals while 
under water and enjoyed them. Most of 
them obtained three or four hours sleep. 


Deed of Daring

boatswain of the submarine torpedo 
boat Fulton, performed a remarkable 
feat of daring at New Suffolk, Long 
Islarnd, yesterday, shortly after he left 
the Fulton after being under water 
all night.

by the high tide, being driven straight 
for three large sloops which were 
ashore. 


It was then within 50 fee* of the 


sloops, and as it weighed 840 pounds 
it would have

swam out, nd steered it safely ashore.

Why They Are Benefited by 
Drinklnff Water. 


A well known ne,rre specialist has said 


that "all neurasthenics—that is, people 
with unhealthy nerves—have desiccated 
nerves and suffer from an insufficiency of 
fluid in the tissues of the body." It is 
probable that we all in more or less de- 
gree, even when not conscious of any defi- 
nite symptoms, are suffering in some part 
of our system for the lack of enough fluid 
and especially of enough pure cool water. 


We know that so njcriy is the human 


body adjusted and adapted to its usea 
that one part cannot suffer without all 
suffering. If the nerves are desiccated or 
dried through lack of fluid, then it is cer- 
tain that other tissues are also suffering 
from the same lack and that the wheels 
of the wonderful machinery are being 
clogged by reason of waste matter which. 
is not washed away. 


We see by this that water d,oes for us a 


threefold service. It feeds, it washes, and 
it carries away the cinders of the body 
furnace, and through the want of it we 
are exposed to many and great dangers. 
The tissues become too dry, the blood is 
thick and its flow sluggish, and the re- 
tainfd waste of the body sets up a condi- 
tion which the doctors call "autointoxica- 
tion," or stlf poisoniogr This condition 
may give rise to almost any known symp- 
toms from a pimple to heart failure and is 
really responsible for most .of tne semi- 
invalids with whom the world is largely 
peopled. 


To obtain the best results from water 


drinking certain rules should be observed. 
People'do not nil need the same amount, 
and it may take a little experimenting to 
find out just how much should he taken 
in individual cases. It has been stated by 
some physicians that five or six pints 
should be taken during the twenty-four 
hours. Of this only a moderate quantity 
should be taken with the meals. It is a 
mistake to take no water with a meal, 
but it is perhaps a greater mistake to 
wash food down with water, especially 
with ice water. 


The best time for water drinking is at 


night and early in the morning. It ia well 
to form the habit of slowly sipping during 
the bath and while dressing two or three 
glasses of cool, uot ice cold, water. Two 
of three more may be sipped at bedtime 
and again two or three glasses an hour or 
two before luncheon and before dinner. 


In a very short time the value of this 


babit will become apparent in the result- 
ant general improvement in digestion, 
temper and appearance.-—Youth's Com- 
panion.

|A CORN EXPERIMENT 


Which May Ultimately Result In 


Wonderfully Lurge Crop* 


,,, Chicago, Nov. 25.—Fresh seed corn IB 
at a discount in the norihwest since a 
certain Chicago man tried bis hand at 
raising tlie cereal. His seed was sev- 
eral hundred years old and bis corn crop 
16 the marvel of the neighborhood. 


Two years ago while he was investigat- 


ing the Indian mounds ef Colorado and 
studying the customs of the ancient red 
men as evidenced by the relics which 
they bad left behind, he came upon a 
sealed jar in tbe interior of on? of the 
mounds. Upon owning it he found that 
it contained kernels of Indian corn, evi- 
dently iu good condition, although d s- 
eolorsd from age. More from curiosity 
than anything else be planted some of 
the corn upon his return, and to bis own 
astonishment, ns well as to the aston- 
ishment of everyoua else who knew of 
the experiment, nearly every kernel 
sprouted and grew. Not only that, but 
it grew to an unusual size, the height of 
the stalks measuring 12 feet and mauy 
of the ears being as long as a man's fore- 
arm. This would indicate that the lu- 
dians knew a thing or two abcurt agri- 
culture before we began sending them 
to college. 


The Chicago man harvested his crop 


with great care and generously distrib- 
uted a part of it among bis friends, who 
in turn planted their 
seed the next 


spring. One of the possessors was John 
S. Dodge of the Washburn-Crosby mill- 
in? company. His crop did equally well 
and he in tusru divided the previous ker- 
nels. 


The corn has naturally created much 


interest on the part of those who have 
known its ancient origin, and there is 
a demand for specimen kernels to 
plant. As each kernel of the succeeding 
crop is carefully hoarded, it will not be 
many seasons before there will ba 
enough for a large number of curious ex- 
perimenters.

Quurter-Back Marshall Doe» Some 


Sensational Work For the Crimson 
—Over Thirty-Six Thousand feopie 
Saw tbe Game 


Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 25.—Soldier's 


Field was the scene of the greatest 
sporting event Saturday afternoon, in 
point of general interest, that has ever 
taken place in this country. Over 36,- 
000 people, seated iu the immense 
amphitheatre, all wrought up to a high 
pitch of excitement, looked down upon 
the dramatic struggle for football su- 
premacy between Harvard and Yale. It 
was a glorious battle and, as a climax to 
a season of surprises, the under, sti- 
mated eleven swept all before it, defeat- 
ing Yale by a score of iJ2 to o. 


From start to finish Yale was out- 


played and outgeneralled by Cap ain 
Campbell's team. Yale was never dan- 
gerous. Her two chances of striking 
ihe .crimson goal line v.rere successfully 
blocked, and thus was it demonstrated 
that Harvard had an impenetrable de- 
fense as well as an irres>istable attack. 
When Harvard had shown that she had 
these two points in her favor the jig 
was up for Elibu. 


Harvard turned out a far better team 


than her most ardent supporter had 
thought she possessed. The superb con- 
dition of her players enabled them to 
go through the game without a single 
change. Yale, on the other hand, could 
not stand the terrific pace. 
Her cap- 


tain had to retire in the second half and 
she was forced to put in four subsf- 
tutes. It was a new experience for Yalp 
to lose her leader in a football game, and 
she was completely routed. 


Not one? in the first half was Yale 


able to gain five yards by rushing Har- 
vard's grauud, and she gained very 
little ground in the entire game. The 
game was wen in rhe first half. Ynle 
could not gain ground and she ahovred 
Ler hand when she resorted to the 
quarterback kick r.irly in Ihe contest. 
Thr-n Pe Sau!l as tried a goal from the 
f p!<l. cnly to have the kick blocked. 
Harvard then booted the ball out of 
danger. 


Harvard's tackle-play was brought 


Into execution when the crimson re- 
covered the ball after an exchange of 
punts, and Eistine made the first long 
run of the game. He carried tho Isather 
for 34 yards, planting it nice yards from 
Yale's goal. The rest was easy for 
Harvard, and Blagden scored the first 
touchdown. 


Harvard's second touchdown was 


earned by steady line bucking, which 
forced Yale to retreat from 
midfield, 


with Kernan finally taking the ball. 


Cutts, tbe player whose eligibility 


was questioned by Yale, kicked both 
goals. 


With the score 12 to 0 in her favor. 


Harvard wound up the first half by two 
brilliant plavs in which Quarter-back 
Marshall be% the centre of the stage. 
Marshall, with his whole team in front 
ef him, ran in for 47 yards after catch- 
ing the ball from OlcotVs kick-off. Har- 
vard then rushed to Yale's 20-yard line, 
and at this point little Marshall dropped 
back to' the 40-yard line to try a goal 
from the field. 


The ball went flying from tKe centre 


luto Marshall's hands. He stopped for 
an instant, and then sent tlie leather 
straight for tlie bars with a long, low 
kick that gathered force and elevation 
as it sailed for the uprights. It was one 
of the prettiest drop kicks ever seen on 
a college gridiron. 


Harvard retired at the end of the first 


half with 17 points to the good, while 
Yale had never seriously threatened the 
crimson goal line. 


Marshall made another sensational 


run of 49 yards in the second half after 
catching a punt. Then Cutts, Ristine 
and Gray don ripped through the Yale 
line until Graydon scored a touchdown. 
Cutts had to kick against the wind and 
he.f ailed to negotiate the goal posts. 


Only once in the last half did Yale 


get within striking distance of the Har- 
vard goal Hue. Through a fumble she 
secured possession on Harvard's 15-yard 
line, but the wearers of the crimson 
regained the leather on downs on their 
own 10-yard line.

her opponent. Harvard went on the 
field an unknown quantity as to her real 
strength, while Tale came up from New 
Haven quire confident of victory after 
ha ving won from Princeton. 


It was well known that Harvard had 


the weight and tlie only question waa 
•whether she had the speed to go with 
Jt. This point did not remain in doubt, 
as Harvard was able to get the jump 
»n her opponent at the very outset, and 
It was plain to see that it was only a 
question of time before the crimson 
would score.

ilow Anthony Trollope Once Recov* 


ercd » Stolen Letter. 


Whether Dr. Conon Doyle, the creator 


of Sherlock Holmes, was ever called upon, 
to test his ingenuity upoij a real case in 
accordance \uth the theories of tlie all 
penetrating Holnies is not known to tlie 
public. 


Edgar Allan'Foe, who invented Dupin, 


the piecursor of Bucket, Le Coq, Holmes 
nnd ail the grea*' detectives of modern lit- 
erature, was tested more than once upon 
real mysteries and showed himself as apt 
at unraveling them as his own clever 
hero. Indeed in one of his tales of mys- 
tery he purposely paralleled the circum- 
stances ot a case then agitating the pub- 
lic and baffling the police, and the solu- 
tion which he offered in his fanciful ver- 
sion proved years after to be also that of 
the true tragedy. 


Perhaps it is not surprising that the 


imagination and trained observation- of 
the novelist should assist him in detective 
work if he is erer called upon to under- 
take it Anthony Trollope, a novelist as 
far as possible removed from the school 
of sensational literature, once accomplish- 
ed a quick capture in the line of his duties 
other than litei ary, for he was for many 
years an official in the service of the Brit- 
ish postal department. 


"He had visited the office of a certain 


postmaster in the southwest of Ireland in 
the usual course of his duties," his broth- 
er i elates, "had taken, ^tock of the man 
and bad observed hizfl during the inter- 
view caretully lock a large desk in the of- 
fice. Two days afterward there came 
from headquarters an urgent inquiry 
about a lost letter, the contents of which 
were of considerable value. The informa- 
tion reached tha suryeyor late at night, 
and he at once put the matter into the 
hands of his subordinate.

Feeding regularly and liberally is abso- 


lutely necessary for the well being of 
fowls. 


Have the perches far enough awaj

When insect powder is used for vermin, 


it should be well dusted in among the 
feathers, 


A bird may be made to look plump by 


dipping it for ten seconds in boiling water 
and then, holding it in cold water until 
chilled. 


In yards where fowls have no run and 


where the soil is compact a failure to pro- 
vide gravel will cause indigestion and 
bowel troubles. Sand is not a good sub- 
stitute. They require sharp grit. 


To keep down lice oil the roosts and 


their supports every two or three weeks 
with kerosene or carbolic acid. Sprinkle 
sulphur, tobacco or insect powder liberal- 
ly ia the nests and remove the droppings 
regularly. 


HoodooB of the Yellotritome* 


One of the wonders of the National 


park of the Yellowstone are the barren 
and oddly shaped rocky columns knowij 
as the Hoodoos, because of their re 
semblance at a distance to fantastical!; 
dressed human beings. Hoodoo mountain 
lies about fifty miles to the southeast of 
the Grand canyon of the Yellowstone and 
forms a distinct attraction by itself. 
High up on the side of the mountain, and 
obscured from view at a short distance, 
lies a low, flat tract or basin containing 
large numbers of rocky pillar.1;, shafts and 
spires, worn into the most grotesque 
shapes by the action of the elements. 


The forms of animals, human beings, 


churches and a multitude of animate and 
inanimate objects can be traced in the 
rocks, the variety being limited only by 
the imagination of the beholder. The 
storms of ages have worn deep channels 
among the rocks, through which the visit- 
or wanders as in a bewildered labyrinth. 
It is a weird spot, and one never tires of 
threading its rocky mazes and gazing 
upon time's sculpturings. 


Tobacco !• the Beat Insecticide. 
Most of tbe insects common to house 


plants dislike tobacco as much as does the 
cleanly housewife. The best way to use 
It as an insecticide upon window plants is 
to secure a good handful of tobacco 
stems, place them in an old basin, ponr 
boiling water over them and let them 
stand for several hours. Then drain off 
the liquid into a basin or tub deep enough 
for immersing the tops of your plants in 
and dilute it with warm water until it 
chows only a faint lint of brown. Then 
take up the plants one at a time and hold 
them, tops down, in the water, washing 
them clean.—Ladies' Home Journal.

THEY SCALED HIGH CLIFFS 


Took a Fort and Inflicted Severe Pun* 


isbmeot Upou the Enemy—Philip, 
pine Constabulary Proving a Valu- 
able Adjunct to tbe Military 


Manila, Nov. 25.—Captain Edward 


P. Lawton's company of the 19th in- 
fantry has attacked and captured an in- 
surgent fort on Bobol island (south of 
Cel)u, in the Visayan group). 


Steep cliffs surrounded this fort on 


every side and the only entrance to the 
higher ground was guarded by a stock- 
ade with a line of entrenchments be- 
hind it. Captain l.awton sent Sergeant 
McMahon aud 20 men to climb the cliff 
and attack the fort in the rear. Ser- 
geant McMtihon's party accomplished 
their task after three hours' arduous 
climbing through the thick 
under- 


growth of brush and vines that covered 
the almost perpendicular cliff. 


They took the enemy by surprise and 


'drove thenv from the fort. As the in- 
surgents escaped they had to pass the 
balance of Captain Lawton's company 
at a distance of 150 yards. Here the 
enemy suffered terrible losses. 


The insurgents defended themselves 


with both cannon and rifles. The can- 
non were captured, the smaller ones 
being removed while the larger ones 
were buried. 


Captain Lawton, in his report, makes 


special mention for bravery of Ser- 
geants List and McKahon. 


General Chaffee has ordered that in 


the future complete records shall be 
kept of all natives taking the oath of 
allegiance to the United States.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


'EAD 


Corka warmed in oil make excellent 


substitutes for glass stoppers. 


French chalk wet with cold water and 


applied for twelve hours will remove 
grease spots from wall paper. 


In washing paint if any scouring prepa- 


ration is used it should b$ applied on flan- 
nel, as it is then less liable to injure tbe 
paint. 


A soft sponge moistened with alcohol 


will remove dust and the soiling which is 
caused by humid weather from a gilded 
picture frame. The sponge must not be 
too wet and must be lightly used. 


In screwing glass globes on lamps or 


gas fixtures be cartful not to screw them 
too tightly, as tbe heat will cause an ex- 
pansion of the glass, which if not provid- 
ed for will result in breaking the globe. 


If your floors are not hard wood and 


you wish to furnish with rugs, first give 
them a coat of paint, then two or three 
coats of varnish.'a rubbing with sandpa- 
per and finish witb a good oiling and pol- 
ishing. 


An easy polish for the daily rubbing of 


the dining table is an emulsion made from 
two parts of table oil to one part of vine- 
gar. This applied with a soft cloth or 
flannel and rubbed afterward with a dry 
one will be found efficient in removing all 
ordinary stains. 


Cold Cream. 


A good cold cream for which an old 


subscriber asks a recipe is made as fol- 
lows: Put in a double boiler six ounces of 
sweet almond oil, and, having put as 
much water in the outer vessel as for any 
cooking, set on the range to warm. Have 
ready fonr good sized cucumbers, which 
have been carefully wiped to be perfectly 
clean. Cut them, unpeeled, in squares 
two: or three inches in lize. When thc oil 
is warm, add tbe cucumbers and set the 
boiler on the back of the store where the 
water will simmer for four or five hours. 
Strain, and to six ounces of the liquid add 
one ounce of white wax, one of sperma- 
ceti and two of lanolin. Heat until these 
ingredients ha?* melted, then remove 
from the fire and beat with an egg beater 
until cold, adding during tbe beating 
process two teaspoonfuls of tincture of 
benzoin. This is one of the best cold 
creams known and is a standard formula.

The owners of the 
property realize that the land is too 
valuable , to be trinea with and will 
build with a view to the greatest so- 
lidity • and permanency. Its location 
is such that it can be perfectly lighted 
and ventilated and the block will con- 
tain every modern improvement and 
convenience. 


This will be the greatest Improve- 


ment the city has seen for years in 
the building line, and the fact that 
such an improvement is to be made 
will be good news to 'all the people of 
tihjt city. There is no better site for 
a modern business block in the city, 
and the property will be. very valuable 
when completed. The north side of 
Main street will be pretty well built 
up when this block is completed, 
though there will be a few places left 
where improvements will be in order, 
and they are bound to come in due 
time.

confirmed in his opinion that the doc* 
tiir will accept the office. 


Mr. Brooks ridiculed the idea of Dr. 


Greer making known his position in 
the matter to his church before notify- 
ing the committee. He said It would 
be an act of discourtesy to the com- 
mittee and the diocese, of which Dr. 
Greer Is not capable. 


"The announcement is to be made to 


the diocese, and not to the church," 
said Mr. Brooks, "and I am certain 
that I shall receive the first ^intima- 
tion from him on the matter."

When you attempt your next 
shave, just notice whether you give the 
razor a sliding motion forward—that is, 
from the heel to the tip or backward from 
the tip to tbe heel. In the former case the 
microscopic teeth should be set toward 
the tip and in'" the latter toward the heel, 
and to do thfe you must strop your razor 
in the direction opposite to that in which 
you shave.\'—New York Telegram.

To Sulplur In Due Thin Unpleasant 


Quality In the Bulb. 


It is interesting to moke inquiry into 


the causs of this unfortunate quality of 
the onion. It is simply due to the pres- 
ence of some quantity of another mineral 
matter in the balb, sulphur. It is this 
sulphur that gives tbe onfon its germ kill- 
ingrproperty and makes the bulb so very 
useful as a medicinal agent at all times, 
but especially in the spring, which used to 
be and still is in many places the season 
for taking the brimstone and treacle in 
old fashioned houses before sulphur tab- 
lets came into vogue. Now, sulphur when 
united to hydrogen, one of the gases of 
water, forms sulphurated hydrogen and 
then becomes a foul smelling, well nigh 
fetid compound. The onion, being so 
juicy, has a \ ery large percentage of wa- 
ter in its tissues, and this, combining with 
the sulphur, forms the strongly scented 
and offensive substance called sulphuret 
of allyle, which is found in all the 
alliums. 


This sulphuret of allylc mingles more 


especially with the volatile or aromatic 
oil of the onion. It is identical with the 
malodorant principle found in asafetida, 
which is almost the symbol of all smells 
that are nasty. 


The horseradish, so much liked with 


roast beef for its keen and biting proper- 
ty, and the ordinary mustard of our. 
tables both owe their strongly stimulative 
properties to this same sulphuret of nl- 
lyle, which gives them beat and acridity, 
but not an offensive small, owing to the 
different arrangements of the atoms of 
their volatile oils. 


This brings us to a most curious fact in 


nature that most strangely yet most cer- 
tainly constructs all' vegetable oils in ex- 
actly the same way—composes them all. 
whether they are the aromatic essences 
of cloves, oranges, lemons, cinnamon, 
etc., 
of exactly the same proportions, 


which are 88^4 of carbon to 11% of hy- 
drogen—and obtains all the vast seeming 
diversities that.our nostrils detect in their 
scent simply by a different arrangement 
of the atoms in each vegetable oil.—Ru- 
ral Californiaa.

That obliging person who for the bene- 


fit of science volunteered to count the 
eggs of a codfish found himself confront- 
ed with a remarkable proposition. It is 
said that he first attempted to count them 
after having hardened the roe in o pre- 
servative, but as this evidently was thu 
work of years and would in all probabili- 
ty become a heritage in his family, to be 
completed in some future generation, he 
compromised by counting a spoonful and 
by careful estimate so reached a logical 
conclusion and gave to the world the fact 
that the codfish would if all its eggs 
hatched and came to maturity hare given 


• birth to 5,000,000 young. 


It is very evident to the statistical and 


mathematical mind that if all these cod- 
fish lived and all their descendants and so 
on for five or six years that the Atlantic 
. ocean would become clogged by codfish, 
Atlantic liners would be stopped in mid- 
ocean, and the resultant plague would 
sweep the world of its human inhabit- 
ants. This dreadful fate is happily avert- 
ed by nature, who provides so delicate an 
adjustment that the supply of fish is ap- 
parently equal to the demand. 


Nearly all fish deposit eggs by the mil- 


lions, the number being extraordinary. 
The moment they hatch they constitute 
the food for predaceous fish. Sardines, 
herrings, mackerel and countless small 
fish feed upon their own spawn, and as the 
young grow they become the prey of myr- 
iads of fish, birds and seals, so that the 
survival of the millions produced repre- 
sents but a fraction of the original de- 
posit. 


The methods of fish protection and di- 


minution present an interesting subject, 
but in investigating the former one is at 
once struck with the fact that in almost 
every instance the mother deserts her 
progeny, leaving them to the care of the 
male. Many of the fish, as the mackerel, 
swordfish and others, deposit their eggs 
in the open sea, where they float along, 
the prey of various animals. Others de- 
posit them upon the bottom, and among 
the latter are many which erect struc- 
tures of various kinds—barricades or 
forts, as it were—for their protection. 


An interesting illustration of this has 


been noticed in the Saco river, where the 
lamprey eel built a veritable fortress. This 
was of rocks or stones, some being half 
as large as a brick, heaped up in the form 
of a dam fifteen or twenty feet inUength 
and three or four in height. How the fish 
brought the stones together was a mys- 
tery until the act was observed by some 
one. 
The eels foraged up stream and, 


grasping a stone in their suckerlike 
mouth's, lifted themselves from the bot- 
tom with a wriggling motion, allowing 
the swift current to carry them down to 
the heap, where the stone was dropped. 
If a stone was found too large for one, 
two lampreys would lift it from the bot- 
tom and allow it to be carried down 
stream to the fortress. In this aggregation 
of rocks the eggs of the lamprey were de 
posited, and about them the young were 
reared, so escaping their many enemies. 


A number of fish conceal their eggs in 


piles of stones which are heaped up in 
this way. The dace is one, the pile or 
heap being very small. The stone toter is 
another example. The latter fish retains 
the castle year after year. The visitor to 
Westminster park, in the center of the 
St. Lawrence, will find by careful search 
in the immediate vicinity piles of stone 
three and a half feet in height, some 
reaching so near the surface that the 
writer touched the top of the nest, and a 
boat would run into it. The crevices af- 
forded every possible security for the 
young fish. 


Among the ingenious methods for car- 


ing for the young and protecting them is 
that in vogue by the lump fish. The veu- 
tral fins form small suckers in the fish, 
and by them the young cling to the par- 
ent, often almost covering it and undoubt- 
edly weighing it down. When the fish is 
swimming, followed by countless num- 
bers, it presents so singular an appear- 
ance that it is called the "hen and chick- 
ens." 


In one of Dr. Livingstone's works on 


Africa he refers to the legend or belief of 
the natives that a certain small fresh wa- 
ter fish carries its eggs and young in its 
month. This was considered a mere story 
of the natives, but later investigation 
showed that this was a habit of the fish. 
Professor Agassiz discovered a fish in the 
Amazon which carried not only the eggs 
in its mouth, but the young, and they re- 
mained packed awsy in its cheeks until 
they were literally forced out The writer 
has observed the male stickleback take its 
minute young into its mouth, hold them 
for a few seconds and, approaching the 
nest, literally blow them into it, repeating 
this day after day until the'young were 
too active to be controlled. A fish com- 
mon in the Sea of Tiberius takes its 
young into its mouth and holds them so 
long that oftea the gills are pressed out, 
giving the fish a ludicrous appearance. 
The instances where fish endeavor to car- 
ry their young or eggs are many. A cat- 
fish at the time of egg laying presses its 
lower surface upon the eggs, which ad- 
here to it, ultimately appearing to be de- 
pended from stalks, dangling as the fish 
moves along, apd here they remain until 
the fish are hatched. 


The male of the little sea horse receives 


the young into a pouch and holds them, 
and one of the pipefish has a similar ar- 
rangement, though not so perfect A little 
fish in the Amazon seizes a root or vine 
hanging in the water, attaches refuse ma- 
terial to it and in the interstices conceals 
its eggs, which remain there until they 
are hatched. In these ways the young 
fish are protected from the many enemies 
that are looking for them. 


But when the eggs are hatched then 


they become victims. In many instances 
they are decimated' by their own kind, 
and few escape compared with the num- 
ber hatched, and if nature were not so 
prolific many tribes would soon become 
•jxtinct—New York Times.

A Plan, i .....t .\ever Ooe* to Seed. 
A peculiarity of the sisal plant is that 


it seldom or uever sets a seed. The flow- 
ers fall, carrying the ovary with them; 
then on the ends of the branches young 
plants develop, so that the pole presents 
a rather odd appearance with the small 
plants growing out in the places usually 
occupied by the flowers. When these 
young plants have attained a height of 
from three to four inches, they fall to the 
giound and take root. The old plants 
also reproduce themselves by means of 
suckers, and hence, when old and neglect- 
ed, are often seen surrounded by numer- 
ous smaller ones, as in the common house- 
leek (sempervivum).

FlGHTiNG SAN JOSE SCALED 


Method of Applying; a Go-remotest, 


Preparation. Found to Be Useful. 
A number of inquiries have come to, 


the Arnold arboretum In Bostoa, as 
the chief center of tree study in the 
United States, as to the best methods 
of getting rid of the San Jose scale. 
Fortunately the arboretum seems to be 
free from the pest, and the director, 
Professor Cliarl« S. Sargent, says that 
It has not been necessary for his as- 
sistants to study It with the care that 
has been devoted to its habits at sever- 
al of the state agricultural stations. Mr. 
Jackson Dawson, however, the super- 
intendent and head gardener of the ar- 
boretum, bas recently given some ad- 
vice as to the best method of applying 
one of the standard government prepa- 
rations for exterminating the scale 
which seems likely to be generally use- 
ful. 


The preparation referred to Is that 


recommended for an uncertain climate 
liable to rains and showers and is as 
follows: "Whale oil or fish oil soap, 
preferably made with potash lye, is dis- 
solved in water by boiling at the rate 
of two pounds of soap to a gallon of: 
water. It is applied hot, and on a 
moderately warm day In winter it can 
be put on the trees with an ordinary, 
spray pomp. 


Mr. Dawson suggests February and 


March as the best months for this soap 
treatment and as the most thorough 
means of applying it an ordinary flat 
paint brush, with which every part of 
the infected tree should be gone over. 
The brush, Mr. Dawson says, is usual- 
ly more effective than the spray In all 
similar applications, but it should be 
followed later, perhaps Just before the 
budding of the tree, by a thorough 
•yringing with the same wash made up 
In about half the usual strength. In 
midsummer a still more diluted wash, 
perhaps ten gallons of water to a 
pound of soap, may be serviceable 
against the scale and by the addition 
of a teaspoonful of paris green to a gal- 
lon of water be made an effective gen- 
eral insecticide. 


It has been announced that an at- 


tempt Is being made to find a parasite 
of the scale In Japan for use in infect- 
ed districts in this country, and It is 
interesting in ibis connection to learn 
that the American scientists who have 
gone there with this idea in mind have 
found the Japanese using the brush in 
Just the same way as has been recom- 
mended by Mr. Dawson.

Gas in Hoosac Tunnel Killed 


One Section Man Yes* 


terday Morning 


STRU66LE TO REACH FRESH AIR 


Eight Men Have a Terrible Experience. 


The Rule of Three Held in Railroad 


Accidents. Killing of William 


Murray. 
One Man's Ex- 


perience During Wreck 


The rule of three was well exempli- 


fied on the Fitchburg division of the 
Boston & Maine in this immediate vi- 
cinity Saturday and Sunday. About 
3 o'clock Saturday afternoon came" the 
rear end collision so fully reported in 
the Transcript's regular edition. About 
four hours later William Murray was 
struck by the 6.49 local from the west 
at the east end of the little tunnel 
and so badly hurt that he died soon 
afterwards at the hospital. And soon 
after going to work in the Hooeac 
tunnel yesterday 
forenoon, 
Michael 


Powers, a section hand 
from 
Wil- 


liamsto\\-n was so badiy overcome by 
the gas that he was dead before he 
could be taken to the station in this 
city and turned over to the care of a 
doctor. 


The three a.ll happened close to- 


gether and now the'superstitious rail- 
road men may go about their work 
without fear. 


For some time the Boston and Maine 


railroad has had some of its section 
men work in the tunnel each Sunday 
laying new rails. Yesterday the sec- 
tion men who work between the Wil- 
liamstown station and the ,|Vern»ont 
state line were among those so em- 
ployed, and eight of them went into 
the tunnel as one gang. As soon as 
they entered the tunnel they found the 
smoke very thick and gas dangerous; 
the weatner conditions were unfa- 
vorable for ventilation and the freight 
traffic was very heavy, double- head- 
ersfollowing each other at short inter- 
vals and making the conditions worse 
every minute. 


The men had gone only 400 feet into 


the tunnel when Michael Towers was 
overcome by the gas and fell. The 
party had left the engine and. caboose 
in which they had been brought to 
work at the entrance to the tunnel, 
and were proceeding on foot and car- 
rying their tools. . When Powers fell 
they picked him up and started back 
toward the entrance. 


With every step alt were becoming 


weaker and it soon became a question 
whether any of them would be able to 
reach the entrance. After about half 
the distance had been covered 
they 


were unable to carry Powers further, 
and it was decided that the 
three 


strongest in the party should push on 
and bring help while the other four 
remained with the unconscious man. 


At the -west portal the men obtained 


a handcar and went back into the tun- 
nel. 
Powers was brought as speedily 


as possible to the station in this city, 
where Dr. Stafford was summoned M 
attend him. The victim was beyond 
the help of human aid, however, for 
he died as soon as he reached the 
depot. 
^ 


Work In Tunnel Daugeron* 


There is much complaint about the 


danger of work in the tunnel. It is 
said that the Williamstown section 
men objected to going into the tunnel 
yesterday. They are not used to the 
conditions there as the regular em- 
ployes are, and cannot 
stand 
the 


smoke and gas. 


Sunday is selected for tracK laying 


in the tunnel because °t fne small 
number of passenger trains on that 
day. But it is for that reason a day 
of heavy freight traffic, and the big 
double-headers make JJhs conditions 
inside very bad, especially on a dav 
like yesterday, when the weather con- 
ditions are unfavorable. 


Inquiry develops the fact that the 


big fan over the central shaft has not 
been run 
regularly lately because 


some of the machinery there has been 
out of order. But it was started yes- 
terday morning at 7.30 and was run 
until 11.30, when word was received 
that the ventilation was not a success 
and it was stopped and started the 
other way soon after 12 o'clock.

being struck at the east end of the 
little tunnel by the passenger train 
from the west, due here at 6.49 o'clock. 
The train, which was driven by En- 
gineer Byron Clark, was stopped and 
the man was placed in the baggage 
car and 
taken to the 
depot. Dr. 


Stafford was called and he ordered the 
man removed to the hospital at once. 
The ambulance was sent for and Mr. 
Murray was taken 
to the hospital, 


where it was seen that his injuries 
would prove fatal and nothing was 
done except to make him as comfort- 
able as possible. Both legs had been 
run over and crushed near the hips so 
they hung only by the skin, and the 
left arm was similarly crushed at the 
elbow. These injuries were sufficient 
to cause death, and there may have 
been internal injuries besides. 
Mr. 


Murray lived at 
33 North Church 


street and was employed in the Hoo- 
sac tunnel. He had returned from his 
day's work, and before going home he 
went through the little tunnel to See 
the wreck that occurred In the after- 
noon. He was returning from 
this 


when he was struck by the 
train. 


There was an engine working back and 
forth on the east bound track in con- 
nection with the work of clearing1 the 
wreck, and the passenger train came 
in on the west bound track. It is 
probable that on account of the noise 
from the other engine Mr. Murray 
failed to realize that a train was ap- 


proaching, for Engineer Clark said he 
stepped in front of^the train when it 
was but a short distance from him. 
The results were as above stated. 


Mr. Murray had lived in this city 


for about two years and had done 
different kinds of work. 
He worked 


in the tunnel last winter, and went to 
work there again some time ago. His 
death under such circumstances was 
a severe blow to his wife, wh» was 
Almost prostrated when told of the 
accident. She has much sympathy in 
her great affliction. Mr. Murray leaves 
no children, and his relatives are in 
Ireland, from which country he came 


Thought Bin Son ID Wreck 


There are few fathers who would 


care to have the experience of H. W. 
Allsop of Williamstown. during 
tli<? 


rear-end collision near the 11*116 tun- 
nel Saturday. 
Mr. Allsop's son Ray 


is fireman on the 3.08 express from 
the west. The train that crashed into 
the stalled freight was running on the 
time of the 3.08, or very close to it. 
for it was two hours late. Mr. AUsop 
was on West Main street driving into 
the city when the crash came. He was 
where he coulkj see that there was to 
be a collision^ witnessed the crash, 
saw the engine go over and rustoed as 
fast as he could to the scene to aid in 
rescuing his son from the wreck. It 
is easier to imagine than to^describe 
his feelings when he learned that the 
men on the engine were safe, and lat- 
er that it was not his son's train. 


Meanwhile the first news of the 


wreck to reach Williamstown made it 
the 3.08 express, and relatives there of 
young AUsop were in a terrible state 
of suspense until news of his safety 
arrived. 


"The Cause of the Wreck 


There is little to add about the 


wreck or its cause to what the Tran- 
script had Saturday. The impression 
seems to be that the crew of the 
freight was negligent in some way, 
though it is admitted that two tor- 
pedoes should have been a signal to 
slow up for the train ahead might 
not haye gone very far.

Henry J. Maxwell, who was charg- 


ed in the local court Saturday with 
disturbing the peace »iy assaulting 
his Wife was arrested in Troy Satur- 
day night for the game offense. 


It was early Friday morning when 


Maxwell was arrested by Officer Good 
row at the house of hte wife's mother 
on Union street. 
Wh*n court opened 


his wife -would not appear against 
him so he was merely fined. ?6 
for 


drunkenness, the othe? ~as<» against 
him being continued tf give him a 
chance to return to h!» home in Al- 
bany. 


He took advantage ot the opportun- 


ity given him and in th» afternoon he 
and his wife boardefi 
si train 
for 


Troy. On alighting at the Union sta- 
tion in that city, without any ap- 
parent reason he immediately began 
a vicious assault upon Mrs Maxwell. 
An officer who was present directly ar 
rested him and after checks for bag- 
gage, a watch and other articles were 
taken from him he was locked up. 


Notwithstanding his brutality 
his 


wife followed him to the station and 
pleaded for him. In talking withwthe 
police captain, however, 
she injured 


his case rather than helped it, by re- 
vealing the circumstances of his past 
life more or less familiar to the peo- 
ple of this city. She told about the out 
rageous assault on his 14 year old 
niece he-re two years ago, and said 
moreover that while serving his sen 
tence in the Pittsfield jail for this of 
fense he was implicated in a plot for 
a jail delivery, and that it was claim 
ed that he made steel saws to cut his 
prison bars. 


"He is a dangerous man when in 


drink" she continued, and when asked 
why she clung to him replied: 


"I am afriaid he wall kill me if I 


leave him. My people live in North 
Adams and when we left them today 
they cried and said that Maxwell will 
yet be the cause of my death, but I 
can't leave him.. Why. I saved him 
from the jail only today." 


She evidently drew a little on her 


imagination in relating the cy-cum- 
stanoes of the latter case, for in con- 
clusion she said: 


"He wias sentenced to jail for 25 


days in default of a $24 fine. I pawned 
my diamond ring to raise money to 
pay his fine, and this is the way he 
pays me back!" 


She was very anxious to get the 


checks and watch taken from her hus 
band, but the authorities declined t 
give them up. 


She finally departed for Albany, but 


promised to be on hand to help Max- 
well out again when he should be ar 
raigned in the police court.
